Eastern Paper Would Have Can. 
ada Follow Example of 
Allied Powers 


Halifax, N.S, Nov. 6.—Diseussing 
the action of the United States in 
bringing from France the body of 
an unknown soldier, the Halifax Her- 
ald in ao leading editorial says: 

“Sixty-two thousand four hundred 
and ninety-six Canadians lie dead in 
Furope; the forests of cromes that 
force themselves upon the vision in 
Flanders in Artois and Picardy teati- 
fy mutually to this overwhelming 
sacrifice, The story of Canada's 
achievements Is inscribed upon these 
wooden memorials,, But it is a por- 
tion only of that story.

“J have arranged that if and when Ulster’s interests are reached 
n the Irish conference all the Ulster representatives will be asked 
to attend.
